He m ade 
his deliveries by streetcar. 
From these beginnings, Arthur

Our track ing stations are situated around the Earth 
and we are able to pick up Russian signals as well as 
our own, just as the Russians are able to pick up our 
signals. My correspondents cannot possibly k now what 
the Russians have pr have not done about space because 
they cannot have the facilities to gather that k ind of 
information. For it, we have to dejiend upon our own 
government, particularly N.\SA, which does have the 
facilities to monitor sixtce. 
There are many fields of human activity about 
which no one can have any k rtowledge unless he is 
expert in the field and ha.s the facilities to mak e ob­ 
servations in it. 
As regards such subjects, we have 
no alternatives but to ac-cept expert information. For 
in.siance, when a.stronomers speak of the moon or of 
Venus, we have to tak e their word for it. unless we 
have the k ind of telescopes they work with and the 
special k nowledge and sk ill which they possess. We 
cannot see with the nak ed eye what they .see through 
the telescope: and if we did see through a telescope, 
most of us would not k now what we see. This is true 
of a doctor who finds a tumor. You and I would not 
k now what we saw. 
One of the m ajor problems which a free country 
faces is that to most persons the expert is always sus­ 
pect because he too often .says w'hat does not seem 
to be true or even possible That hafH>ened to Christo­ 
pher Columbus. Mill, who I am reading just now, said 
of this- 
“Those men who carry their eyes in the hack of 
their heads and can see no other portion of the des­ 
tined track of humanity than that which it has already 
travelled, imagine that becau.st* the old ties are severed 
mank ind henceforth are not to be connected by any 
ties at all; and hence their affliction, and their awful 
w arnings.”

r Mariner Seeks 
Answers On Venus

Inscrutable behind her veil of vapor, Venus 
bas remained a tantalizing mystery through the 
ages. So different does she appear in the morn­ 
ing light and evening glow that for centuries 
astronomers did not realize she was one planet, 
not two. 
Even now, in diametric opposition, scien­ 
tists argue that her surface may be covered 
by verdant growth or by dust so hot and dry no 
form of life could survive. 
If all goes well between now and mid- 
December, some of the mystery will be peeled 
away. Mariner II is soaring 180 million miles 
into space to find answers to such questions as: 
How hot is Venus’ surface; how cold are its 
clouds? Has Venus her own magnetic field? Is 
she wrapped in lethal radiation like Earth’s? 
In seeking the answers, American scientists 
are tackling the longest odds of the space age 
to date. A successful probe will have to get with­ 
in 10,000 miles of Venus within a period of 30 
minutes when all the orbits coincide to maximum 
advantage. This, 109 days after taking off from 
earth! 
The quest consequently epitomizes in one 
spectacular event all the competitive elements 
of the space race — thrust, guidance, measure­ 
ment and telemetry. The information gained 
may have little value to life on earth. Indeed, 
it may open more mysteries than it solves. 
But the lock is off the lid of interplanetary 
Investigation. Whether it be a Pandora’s box or 
undreamed-of revelation, man cannot turn back 
now, whatever the price.

The Rejection O f Know ledge 


I received a letter, which reads in part: 
. . The Russians claim two space flights without 
public invite. They would like us to believe this lie 
and dupe their own people likewise. This event never 
happened. Seeing is believing. Our fatheads in Wash­ 
ington want us to believe this hook line and sinker. 
They also know it did not happen .. . ” 
Another letter comes: 
“ Again any 15-20 billion dollars for the short travel 
two and half days to the moon. 
“The next travel 3-4 months to Mars or Venus will 
ask any 150-200 billions dollars and after the next travel 
will be long as 70 or 80 years.” 
John Stuart Mill would have answered these letters 
in these words (from his essay, “The Spirit of the 
Age” ): 


**. . . In all other conditions of mankind, the 
uninstructed have faith in the instructed. In an 
age of transition, the divisions among the instructed 
nullify their authority, and the uninstructed lose 
their faith in them. The multitude are without a 
guide; and society is exposed to all the errors and 
dangers which are to he expected when persons who 
have never studied any branch of knowledge com­ 
prehensively and as a whole attempt to judge for 
themselves upon particular parts of it.” 


My correspondents, I am sure, are not as well 
informed as the “National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
m instration,” or “ The Department of Defense.” or our 
own tracking stations, on this subject. 
Our tracking stations are situated around the Earth 
and we are able to pick up Russian signals as well as 
our own, just as the Russians are able to pick up our 
signals. My correspondents cannot possibly know what 
the Russians have pr have not done about space because 
they cannot have the facilities to gather that kind of 
information. For it, we have to depend upon our own 
government, particularly NASA, which does have the 
facilities to monitor space. 
There are many fields of human activity about 
which no one can have any knowledge unless he is 
expert in the field and has the facilities to make ob­ 
servations in it. 
As regards such subjects, we have 
no alternatives hut to accept expert information. For 
instance, when astronomers speak of the moon or of 
Venus, we have to take their word for it. unless we 
have the kind of telescopes they work with and the 
special knowledge and skill which they possess. We 
cannot see with the naked eye what they see through 
the telescope; and if we did see through a telescope, 
most of us would not know what we see. This is true 
of a doctor who finds a tumor. You and I would not 
know what we saw7. 
One of the major problems which a free country 
faces is that to most persons the expert is always sus­ 
pect because he too often says what does not seem 
to be true or even possible. That happened to Christo­ 
pher Columbus. Mill, who I am reading just now-, said 
of this: 
“Those men w7ho carry their eyes in the back of 
their heads and can see no other portion of the des­ 
tined track of humanity than that which it has already 
travelled, imagine that because the old ties are severed 
mankind henceforth are not to be connected by any 
ties at all; and hence their affliction, and their awful 
w arnings.” 


Those who have their eyes in the hack of their 
heads undoubtedly still use kerosene lamps in 
preference to electric lights and still do not believe 
that we shall one day get all our electric power from 
atomic devices, although we are now operating 
submarines by atomic power, the boats staying 
down in the depths for tremendously long periods. 


Die physical means have changed and although 
some will not travel by airplanes under any circum ­ 
stances I know of others who week-end in Paris or 
Fiome or have a business conference in London and 
return to New York after being there only a few hours. 
My correspondents decline to recognize the world 
we live in and they also decline to recognize that the 
Russians were able to m ake enormous m aterial pro­ 
gress in 45 years because most of the m atters they 
deal with has been in German. Swedish, Italian. Brit­ 
ish and .American books for a very long tim e and he 
who can read and understand what he reads can know 
what to do.

WASHINGTON - If President 
Kennedy had selected to be Jus­ 
tice of the Suoreme Court a man 
who had just been serving for 
many years as chief counsel of 
the U. S. Steel Corporation or as 
a general counsel of the National 
Association 
of 
Manufacturers, 
what would people say? 
If the President had selected 
to be chief of staff of any one 
of the arm ed forces a man who 
had never been an officer in any 
armed service in his life, what 
would people say? 
Yet, Mr. Kennedy has just ap­ 
pointed as an associate justice of 
the Supreme Court a man who 
has never been on the b en c h - 
federal, state or local. He has 
picked for the post a man who 
has served as a partisan of the 
labor movement. As chief coun­ 
sel for the National Steelworkers 
Union, he took an active part in 
its controversial negotiations with 
m anagement in recent years, and 
for a long time was also general 
counsel for the AFL-CIO. 
Even though there are today on 
the bench in the federal, state and 
local courts several hundred men 
who have given many years of 
their lives to judicial service, not 
one of them was found fit by 
President Kennedy to serve on 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States. 
Obviously, the appointment of 
Secretary of Labor Arthur G oo­ 
ber* was dictated by politics and 
political considerations. The mo­ 
tive was hardly concealed. Mr. 
Goldberg is a good lawyer, and 
in the course of the next several 
years he may learn how to be an 
able judge, 
perhaps 
even 
de­ 
velop conservative leanings. This 
happened during the 23 years of 
service by Justice Felix Frank­ 
furter — originally considered a 
radical but referred to in recent 
years as the leader of the “con­ 
servative” bloc on the Supreme 
Court.

FILIBUSTER—When 
the 
Sen­ 
ate voted to limit debate on the 
satellite communications bill be­ 
fore it, this in effect changed 
the rules under which it had been 
operating for more than three 
decades. 
The 
particular filibuster that 
was shot down while in full flight, 
was being conducted by a hand­ 
ful of “ liberal” senators who had 
no other recourse in their effort 
to block passage of the Kennedy 
administration-backed proposal. 
Their 
great 
hope 
was 
that 
enough senators would rally to 
their cause on 
the 
m atter of 
procedure so that the two-thirds 
m ajority vote necessary to cut off 
debate would not be obtained. 
This belief is based on senatorial 
tradition where pride 
is taken 
because it is the only legislative 
body permitting unlimited debate. 
Administration forces and oth­ 
ers 
supporting 
the 
particular 
m easure involved were jubilant 
at their “ victory” that cleared 
the way for a final vote and 


broke the log-jam that had piled 
up other vital legislation as the 
session neared its end. 
In recent years, the filibuster 
has been used most frequently 
by the 
Southern 
delegation 
to 
block or blunt efforts to pass 
civil rights legislation. 
But the 
filibuster has been used by many 
individuals and cliques over the 
years, not only to block a vote 
on a m easure, but to dram atize 
and call public attention to a 
situation or condition. 
The successful vote to cut off 
debate does not mean that the 
filibuster is passe as a parlia­ 
m entary m aneuver in the future. 
But, for the time being at least, 
it has lost some of its Horatius- 
at-the-bridge dram a because of 
public 
knowledge that

is a 
futile gesture that can be nipped 
whenever the Senate so desires. 
In other words, the David and 
Goliath act loses its appeal when 
the audience knows the giant is 
just playing around until he gets 
bored with the game

Mr. Frankfurter and other jus­ 
tices have disclaimed any feeling 
of loyalty to the interests of any

judgement in cases before the 
high court 
But politicians still 
feel they can play gam es with 
the American voters and mislead 
them into thinking that it’s im­ 
portant to have all religious faiths 
“ represented” on the high court. 
Mr. 
Goldberg 
may 
make 
a 
good judge, and so may Byron 
White — both of whom have been 
appointed by President Kennedy. 
But today, out of the nine Justices 
presently serving, there are only 
three 
— 
Stewart, 
Harlan 
and 
Brennan — who served on the 
beqyh before going to the Su­ 
prem e Court. What an “ inspira­ 
tion” to the jurists of America! 
What a shiver of apprehension 
passes through the country7 this 
week as the President says, in 
effect, in a puhlic speech that 
these same Supreme Court Jus­ 
tices can and should rewrite our 
Constitution to conform to ideolog­ 
ical considerations.

The spread of communism in Laos has 


awakened new fears for the key nation. 
Long known as Siam, it lies in the strategic heart 


of southeastern Asia.
